“As soon as frost is out of the 
ground.” say all the garden books. 
' and the soil is sufficiently dry.

It is easy to tell when the frost 
is out, because the soil, which was 
as hard as a brick, becomes soft 
and muddy, so th a t a t flrst you are 
in danger of sinking in up to your 
ankles when you walk on it. 
Every gardener is anxious to get 
started as soon a* possible, and there 
Is danger th a t this impatience may 
cause him to work his soil before it 
is ready, a mistake which may cause 
serious difficulties which will last all 
season. 
Then how* can he tell the very 
earliest moment when it Lh safe to 
spade? 
The most reliable test is a simple 
one-call it the m ud-pie test, Pick 
up a handful of soil and pat it be­ 
tween your palms as you used to do 
in childhood; if it holds together 
and makes a nice mud-pie, then it 
is too wet to spade. Keep off soil 
when it is in this condition, lest you i 
I form clods which will prove trouble- 
'•erne all summer 
The more d ay the soil contains, 
j the more injury it will suffer if 
i spaded when too wet. Yet clay soil 
should not be worked too dry; in 
| fnct, von can seldom spade it then, 
j for it is too hard. 
There is a point between the two 
extremes when a handful of soil. 
I patted

crumble. It is not dry*, but slightly 
moist, yet not wet enough to hold 
together in a mud-pie. At this point,

Warning on Lime 
Hie stronger chemical fertilizers 
may be used even if the surface is 
wet .so long as the plants are dor­ 
mant. Once they have made new 
growth severe temporary burning 
will result unless the grass blades 
are perfectly dry. Such applications 
must be followed by a forceful spray 


particles sticking to the grass. 
Dent grass lawns require raking 
with a short-tined steel rake, close 
cutting, rolling and the application 
of a sandy loam top dressing. The 
addition of lime peatmoss well mix­ 
ed with the loam will satisfy the 
need of the plants for organic m at­ 
ter.
